ands of people were ruined, and who is 
now undergoing a sentence of fourteen 
youre peal eervitude as a result of his con- 
Vietion on charges of fraud.

The fire broke out In the lower part of 
the bullding and spread u the elevator 
shaft with great rapidity. he flames en- 
veloped the upper stories before thelr occu- 
pants were aware of the danger. When the 
Alarm was ratsed the affrighted servants 
dropped from the top windows to a veran- 
da on the ninth story.

Steamship Nero Preparing to Find a 
Bed for a Cable. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 17.—The United 
States steamer Nero has come down from 
Mare Island and is taking in coal pre- 
paratory to her departure for Honolulu at 
the end of this week. The Nero has been 
entirely refitted and prepared for the work 
in which she is to engage, the exploration 
and survey of a route for a submarine 
cable from Honolulu to Manila. 

The route between San Francisco and 
Honolulu having been thoroughly surveyed 
the Nero will begin at Honolulu and make 
soundings from there to the Island of Lu- 
zon or a@midway island and Guam. No 
soundings have ever been made over this 
part of the Pacific.

COMING HERE 


Nashville on Her Way Up the 
Mississippi. 


ROUSING RECEPTION FOR HER. 


SHE WAS THE FIRST SHIP TO 
OPEN FIRE IN SPANISH WAR. 


—— — — 


Will Be the First Vessel That Ever 
Saw Active Service Against a 
Foreign Foe to Visit 
St. Louis. 


Do you remember with what thrills you 
read a bulletin in front of the Post-Dis- 
patch office on April 22 last--not quite a 
year «zgo-—that the cruiser Nashville had 
fired the first shot in the war with Spain, 
and that she had taken the first prize of 
war in the Buena Ventura? Do you re- 
member how proud you felt of Capt. May- 
nard and his gunners, and how your throat 
choked un and your heart beat faster at 
the sudden realization that diplomacy 
had put by and that grim war's 
alarms were no longer alarms, but had 
crystalized into deadly combat? 

Of course you remember all that, and 
more besides. You wished you were at 
the front and you felt like hurrahing for 
Maynard and his jacktes and shaking them 
all by the hand, and decorating the Nash- 
ville from stem to Stern with red, white 
and blue. 

You will probably have the opportunity 
to do all this in a week or:so, a little late, 
| to be sure, but patriotism, at least Amer'i- 
can patriotism, doesn’t fade, and the op- 
gop to welcome the Nashville will 
@ as great a privilege now as then. 

The Nashville is coming to St. Louis. She 
entered the harbor at New Orleans from 
Cuban parts, via Key West, Sunday after- 
noon, and is now anchored off the Crescent 
City’s quarantine station. The Secretary 
of the Navy has issued orders to her com- 
mander—the same who walked the cruisers 
bridge during the war with Spain—to pro- 
ceed up the Mississippi as far as the chan- 
nel will permit, to St. Louis and maybe 
| above, if practicable. 

What purpose the Navy Department may 
have in view in sending the Nashville or 
any other vessel of Uncle Sam's spendid 
fleet up the river is not explained in Washi- 
ington. That's a way the Navy and War 
Departments have of doing things—just 
doing them-and keeping their reason for it 
to themselves—but at least one object in 
the unusual cruise is self-evident. Tne pres- 
ence of a war-ship of any description in 
the Mississippi! river for the first time 
since the Civil War, and the presence for 
(the first time of any vessel which had en- 
gaged in active service in a war with a 
foreign power would work wonders among 
I’nele Sam’s uninformed and ofttimes iIn- 
different land lubbers. who don’t know and 
have never taken paing to know the aif- 
ference between a battleship and the Cap- 
tain’s gig. 

The Nashville will remain at Quarantine 
Station off New Orleans, pending the de- 
cision of the Louisiana health authorities 
as to her pratique. She has a speed of 17 
knots, and could make the journey from 
New Orleans to St. Louis in much shorter 
time than she will Ikely consume, owing 
to the stops she is expected to make at 
the cities and larger towns on the way up 
the river. There is ample water in the 
Mississippi! at present for the Nashville 
to steam up to St. Louis. She has a length 
of 2%)7 feet, a breadth of 37 feet, a draft 
of 14 feet, 6 inches, with a displacement 
of 20944 tons. The channel at St. Louis hag 
more than 16 feet now, and more water is 
coming from St. Paul. The Missouri is get- 
ting ready ajso to empty a few hundred 
miliion barrels into the big stream, and 
as the Ohio can be drawn on for a Httle 
dampness, Capt. Maynard may have no 
fear of going aground on a sandbar be- 
tween here and Catro. 

Below Catro the Nashville will have room 
‘and channel for herself, her sister ship, 
the Montgomery and one or two more float- 
ing forts, if it were so ordered that they 
should join in the Mississippi cruise. The 
rushing old Mississippi is already one foot 
above the danger line at New Orleans, and 
is carrying on at such a rate at Vicksburg 
that the natives are beginning to be fright- 
ened.

AIR CARS READY FOR USE 


New Vehicles of Transportation Will 
Be Placed in Steady Operation in 
New York Next Month. 


NEW YORK, April 17.-Street cars driven 
by compressed air will be placed in oper- 
ation on the Twenty-eighth and Twenty- 
ninth street cross-town lines early next 
month. The first official trip of one of 
these cars was made yesterday in Twenty- 
third street, from the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company’s ¢6tables at the North 
River to the ferry at East River and back 
again. The cars do not differ in appearance 
from the electric cars, but they possess 
notable advantages over the latter. It Is 
impossible for the motorman to start or 
stop them with a jerk.) they run with 
smoothness and without the singing noise 
made by the electric cdr as it gathers 
speed.

THE LADS WENT ON A STRIKE. 


New Regulations for Sunday Resented 
and the Five or Six Boys Walked 
Out of Their Cages. 


The old joke about the ups and downs in 
an elevator boy's life was off duty Monday 
morning in the Chemical building. So were 
the elevator boys. 

Elevator boys on a strike, and suddenly, 
too! Five thirty-five-dollar-a-month indi- 
viduals ordinarily do not exert much influ- 
epce in a community, but the quintet who 
went on «trike placed the 1500 or more ds- 
tingotshed occupants of ‘the sky-scraper 
in a most unpleasant predicament. 

The corridors ‘were crowded with people, 
vigorously calling for elevator service. 
Some called “‘up’’ and some calle(t ‘‘down.” 
but everybody “called down” thb elevator 
boye and the management. 

It’s a long walk from the sixteenth storg 
to the ground and longer from the ground 
to the sixteenth story, but many people 
walked it during the temporary interrup- 
tion in the elevator service. It is estimated 
that in an hour the iron stairway felt the 
tread of more feet than during all the time 
since the building was constructed. 

The boys struck because of a change 
The new regulation compelling them to 
work two Sundays each, in every month, 
went into effect Sunday. The boy who was 
billed to begin the schedule failed to ap- 
pear for duty. Monday morning he report- 
ed and went to work. About 10 o'clock the 
management asked why he had taken a hol- 
iday. The young man promptly replied that 
he, as the representative of the elevator 
boys of the Chemical building, desired to 
state, then and there, that they, the eleva. 
tor boys of the Chemical building, had de- 
cided, individually and collectively, to not 
abide by the new Sunday law. 

The management speedily informed tne 
young man that he was at leisure from and 
during the instant in which he spoke. The 
boy bowed out. About five minutes later 
the other elevator boys congregated on the 
first floor. They locked the doors to three 
of the four elevators in the building and 
ascended in the fourth to the office of the 
buiiding, There were five boys, the starter 
having struck in sympathy. They marched 
into the office and demanded the reinstate. 
ment of thelr ex-felloW employe and re- 
quested that the new rule be rescinded. 
Neither demand nor request was acceded 
to. The boys quit work. 

A janitor and an engineer were installed 
in 'two of the elevators at once. The bulid- 
ing Management stated that all of the 
cars would be In operation Tuesday morn- 


ng. 

The strikers are: H. H. Perce, W. 8.

Treasurer Pitts Tells Missouri Legis!a- 
tors That He Cannot Cash Theif 
Warrants and They Must 
Wait.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 17.—A del- 
egation of insurance men from St. Louis 
and Kans:s City appeared before Gov. 
Stephens this afternoon and endeavered to 
prove to the Governor that the Farris bill 
to abolish the Board of Insurance Under- 
writers, which is now before him for his 
approval is vicious in its very nature, and 
would be detrimental to those carrying in- 
surance. The Governor stated that he was 
committed to the bill and that unless he 
was eure from the arguments of these 
gentlemen, that the Legislature erred in 
passing the bili, he would sign it. 

It is believed that the Governor will sign 
the bill within a few days. 

After tying up the warrants for the pay 
of the members and clerks of the Legis- 
lature, State Treasurer Pitta this morn- 
ing told some of the members that he 
did not see how he could pay their war- 
rants in the present condition of the treas- 
ury, and recommended that the Legislature 
pass the Seibert bill which takes $100 of the 
saloon license from each county and places 
it into the general revenue fund of the 
State. As to why the State officials prefer 
the paseage of this bill.to the beer inspec 
tion bill, for the purpose of raising revenue, 
seems to be. because they are afraid the 
brewing interests of the State, if the latter 
bill should become a law would positively 
refuse to contribute a single cent to the 
campaign fund of the State. Thie ts opin- 
ion of a large number of leading Demo- 
crats. 

The indignation of Legislators is great 
hecause of the fact that they killed the 
emergency clause to the deficiency appro- 
priation bill in order that they might get 
their v before the persons holding claims 
for the past year against the State were 
paid. This has heretofore been paid 
promptly after the bill was passed. 


FATHER'S RAGE FOR LIFE 


With a Poisoned Child in His Arms 
He Rode to the Doctor’s—Death 
Beat Him. 


The little 2-year-old child of John Wicken- 
haus, of Upper Alton, accidently drank 
a bottle of carbolic acid yesterday morning 
at 0 o'clock, and died from the effects a 
few hours later. Wicke-~haus lives two 
miles north of Upper Alton. Yesterday 
morning he was attending to a sick horse. 
He was in the dining room of his housé 
mixing some medicine for the animal. In 
doing this he had occasion to open a bot- 
tle of carbolic acid. When he went out of 
the room he left the bottle open on the 
table. Child-like, the little girl reached 
the bottle on the table, and innocently 
drank the contents. The mother hurried 
to the barny: rd and told the father what 


had happened 

The father was horror etricken. He real- 
ized that he must eecure a doctor at once, 
ret it was two miles to a doctor's house. 
le decided quickly. Securing the best and 
swiftest horse in his stable, he saddled the 
anima! and led it to the door of the house. 
Not taking time to tell his wife what his 
plans were, he grabbed the child in his 
arms, jumped into the saddle, and with- 
out hat or coat, urged tre horse with all 
possible speeo toward Upper Alton. It 
was a race for life. The father knew that 
the child could not bear the awful suffer- 
ing ‘very many minutes. 

The country people on the road going to 
church tried to hail the farmer in his mad 
rush, but he did not heed their calls. ‘The 
child was put into Dr. Lemen’s hands in 
Upper Alton, not very many minutes after 
the accident occurred, but even then it 
was too late. The deadly poison had done 
its work, and the little one was past hu- 
man help. The child died at 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon. 


HISSES FOR AMERICK'S SINGER 


Audiehce in Seville, Spain, Turn Their 
Backs on Mme. Nevada and the 
Queen Endeavors to Make Amends. 


LONDON, April 17.—Description of the 
following experience of Mme, Emma Ne- 
vada, the first American operatic singer 
who has visited Spain since the war, comes 
from Paris. 

‘Mme. Nevada's managers had arranged 
an operatic tour, but the first night at 
Seville, though the house Was bought up.

Your bullets cannot kill one of 
our men where disease will kill ® of yours 
once you begin your advance into the in- 
terior. We will harass your advance at 
the same time that we welcome it. 

“We cannot fight pitched battles with 
you and we do not need to. We shail be 
here to-day and there to-morrow, attack- 
ing, then flying. You can no more catch 
us oF conquer us than you can subdue the 
wind.” 

Youth seems to be the invariable first 
requirement of leadership among the Fill- 
pinos. Only the younger generation of halt- 
breeds have had the advantage of educa- 
tion.

QUAY COUNSEL WIN A POINT.

Each of the Many Records of the Bank 
Will Have to Be Gone Over 
in Detail.

PHILADELPHIA. Pa., April 17.—The sec- 
ond week of the trial of ex-United States 
Senator Quay, on the charge of conspiracy, 
began this morning with the common- 
wealth’s expert accountant, Meyer Gold- 
smith. on the etand. Mr. Quay, accom- 
panied by his private secretary, came into 
the courtroom on the stroke of 10 o'clock. 

The first question put to, Mr. Goldsmith 
was relative to his identification of a paper 
showing the results of his examination of 
the bank books. These, he said, were 
correct. District Attorney Rothermel of- 
fered the paper in evidence, but was met 
by strenuous objections from Mr. Shields 
for the defense. He maintained that the 
paper itself was simply an explanation of 
the witness’ theory or opinion as to what 
the books showed. District Attorney Roth- 
ermel replied at length, and quoted several 
opinions in support of his contention that 


where the books in a case are voluminous, 
it is allowable to permit an expert witness 
to be examined on the results he obtained 
from the examination of the booke. 

Judge Biddle sustained the objection, say- 
ing that such a paper takes the same posi- 
tion as the deposition of a witness and ecan- 
not be admitted on the same rule of pro- 
cedure that excludes a deposition. 


The effect of this decision is to require 
the physical examination of all the entries 
in every book. It will undoubtedly add 
weeks to the length of the trial. 

The Distriet Attorney asked the witness 
thow many semi-annual settlements for call 
loan borrowers the books showed. Object- 
ed to and objection overruled. Mr. Gold- 
smith answered that April 30 and Oct. 31 
were settlement days. The defense also 
objected to the witness disclosing what the 
books showed with respéct to the common- 
wealths deposits for the period ending Oct. 
31, 1897. is was likewise overruled. The

Is “Flimsy” and Inartistic. 


CHICAGO, April 17.—Chicago ie in a rage 
to-day at Author Henry B. Fuller, not so 
much for his caustic criticism the ‘“‘grea? 


kid nation.” as he terms his native land, 
but for this summing up of Chicago, his 
native town: 

“Chicago is not a city at all. It is juat 
a rough-grained gubstitute for a city. It 
is a huge parody on a city. It i¢ ugly. It is 
horrid. ew of us know this, and stiil 
fewer care.”’ 

Mr. Fuller’s remarks were made Satur- 
day night before a representative gathering 
of artists of the city, and after his descrip- 
tion of Chicago, he had this to say: 

“The average American ie a He is 
not 60 cheap as the Englishman, but he is 
pretty cheap. The text of the American 
mind is fllmsy and whining. The soil of the 
American mind is light and sandy. Nothing 
better than the cactus grows in it, 

“‘American character is made up of layers 
of slush and grit; except now and then, 
when we are supernally slush we keep pret- 
ty close to our grit. If I had an enthu- 
siastic emotion to deliver myself of, I would 
trust myself to the Italian or the French- 
man, but never to the American. He would 
either be brutally dense or else he would 
laugh at it. In the American life there are 
no flowing springs from which art can 
be fed. 

“Do you want to succeed as an artist? 
Be magnificent. If you can’t be big, be 
brutal—like Mr. Kipling in his stories and 
poems. 
cially succeseful. 

“Don't you 
Then you can be happy and enjoy 
Sousa and your Hall Caine and your 
Neilson in*The Fortune Teller’ and your 
rag time.’’ 

Then Mr. Fuller talked of the Americar 
environment as hostile to art. “Our prin- 
cipal literary passion,”’ he said, ‘‘seeme to 
be for biography. That eeems to be the 
approved literary type. The public, any- 
way, does not care for the artist's ideas. Ye 
contents itself with trying to get a took at 
him—once. Just curiosity, that is all. When 
the grand opera comes to Chicago, Chicago 
people do not care for the operas, and, as 
to the poor composer, he is nowhere. The 
fashionable audience wants to gee the great 
singer. Then it is happy. 

‘The trouble is that art In America meets 
no internal need. The best of us take a 
little music as a matter of culture, but 
could easily get along without it. The next 
best tolerate it, and the rest won't enduré 
it at all. 

“I see thousands of budding writers and 
painters and sculptore and musicians. They 
will shrivel up and pass off the flelds of art. 
The motto for most of us is: ‘Sufficient 
unto the day is the newspaper thereof.’ 

“Short of any real apprecijation of art, we 
are driven to ‘features’—turrets of tin, sen- 
Se. We are the great ‘kid’ na- 
tion.”’ 

It is a fact that while Mr. Fuller ranks 
as Chicago's leading literatteur among crit- 
ics of the world, scarcely anybody reads his 
book. The newspapers see connections be- 
tween the fact and the speech.

HOME DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


QUICK WORK TO RESCUE THE 0OC- 
CUPANTS. 


Historic Little House Burned — Its 
Owner for Many Years a 
School Director and 
Politician. 


The living apartments of a frame build- 
ing at 8722 Chouteau avenue, owned and 
occupied by J.C. Keating, were completely 
destroyed by fire at 2 0’clock Monday morn- 
ing. Before the family wetre aroused the 
dense emoke had stypefied them almost to-! 
the point of unconsciousness and all hada | 
narrow escape. , 

The building Is one story in height and 
contains four-tooms, ranged one after the 
other fiom the street. The first is used as 
& confectionery store; the second was oc- 
cupled Sunday night by Mr. Keating and 
his grown son; the third by Mrs. Keating 
and her four daughters. The fourth room 
is a kitchen and here the fire originated. 

It was 2 o’clock when Mr. Keating found 
he had difficulty in breathing. Upon awak- 
ening he was almost blinded by the dense 
smoke which filled the rooms. He opened 
the door betweén the last bedroom and 
kitchen and a dense volume poured in, 
stifling him to such an extent that he was 
at first powerless to again close the door. 
Rushing to the beds where his wife and 
children lay, he hastily awakened them and 
then, as the flames were making rapid 
headway, all ran out into the street, with- 
out stopping to add any clothing to the 
little they had on. 

An alarm had already been turned in 
and the fire department soon responded, but 
not until the contents of the rear rooms | 
were entirely destroyed, including silver- | 
ware and al] the clothing save a few ar- | 
ticles which Mr. Keating had been able to 
get easily.

PRICE OF FLOUR GOING UP. 


Mills Closed Because They 
Couldn’t Get Wheat at a 
Living Rate. 


Two 


Flour has gone up—way up—and is atill 
rising. Strange to say, the millers do not | 
seem to be reaping the profit resulting from | 
the increased price, for two St. Loufs mills | 
have already closed and more will shortly 
follow suit. The two already closed are the’ 
Victoria and the Regina. The cause of the 
shutdown was their inability to obtain cash 
wheat and convert it into flour, leaving a 
reasonable margin of profit. 

The supply of flour is sufficient to meet 
the immediate demands and the plan is 
not to manufacture any until the shortage 
justifies a legitimate advance. Flour at 
oresent sells for $4.50 a barrel. This will | 
nerease at once to $5.00, and poseibly 
more. 

A rare condition is at present to be ob- 
served in the wheat market. Cash wheat is | 
selling for as much as May options, 78', | 
cents per bushel. This is for No. 2 red, | 
the standard flour grade, The better qual- | 
ities are almost impossible to purchase. The 
shortage is caused by the farmers being 
unable to ship the grain to market, owing | 
to bad roads and, again, by the expecta- | 
tions which the agriculturists entertain of | 
a short crop and a consequent increase in 
the selling price. 

Kansas City is laboring under the same | 
adverse conditions as are prevalent locally. | 
Cash wheat ie selling there for 77 cents, at 
which price it would not pay to transport it 
here. The famine will continue until the |, 
season is .nore advanced, and the weather | 
settled, when, it is expected, the receipts 
will again become normal.
